Over the Rails. 
maha, Neb., December 5.—Celebrating 
new birth, the Union Pacific has taken 
two more falls out of Father Time, and 
has set a pace for fast running that will 
likely stand in The west for some time. 

Last Tuesday the fast mail made a 520- 
mile run at the rate of sixty-two and a 
half miles an hour, with a hundred-mi‘le 
dash af the rate of 68.2 miles an hour. 
Yesterday the same ftfain ran forty-two 
miles, from Kearney to Grand Island, in 
thirty-six minutes, or seventy miles an 
hour. The 261 miles ,.from Sydney to Grand 
Island, was made in 238 minutes, an aver- 
age of 65.6 miles an hour. 

Today a special train was run from 
Julesburg to Council Bluffs, 294 miles, in 
286 minutes. The average speed for the 
actual running time was 63.6 miles an hour.

GOV. GRIGGS HAS ACCEPTED. 


Attorney General McKenna’s Succes- 
sor Comes from New Jersey. 
Washington, December 5.—It was official- 
ly anhounced At thé white house today, 
upon the return of the president to Wash- 
ington, that Governor John W. Griggs, of 
New Jersey, has been -tendered, and has 
accepted the office “of attorney general of 
the United States, which will be vacated 
by the nomination of Attorney General 
McKenna to be associate justice of the 


supreme court. 


It has not yet been settled when Gover- 
nor Griggs shall assume his new office, 
but it is probable the date will be about 
the beginning of the new year. 


PRAIRIE FIRE SWEPT COUNTRY. 


The Farmers Had Exciting Night and 
Fought Like Demons. 

Guthrie, I. T., December 5.-—-Last night a 
disestrous prairie fire raged in Guthrie coun- 
ty, where it fed in the dry grass and was 
fai ned by a strong south wind. The fire 
started near Ruth postoffice, near the 
county line, and swept with lightning speed. 

It was an exciting night among the farm- 
ers, who fought like demons to preserve 
their crops, the women and children as- 
sisting. 

The canyons running east and west along 
Trail creek finally stopped the fire, but 
only after serious property loss and been 
entailed.

the parties who issued the spurious coin. 
It was used mostly on the southern part of 
the city in the small shops and several of 
the saloons got more than their share of 


the stuff. 

The counterfeit is very poor on close scru- 
tiny, but at a glance it has all the appear- 
ance of the genuine.

Will Work Rapidly. 


It is the intention of the house leaders 
to proceed with the business of the session 
as rap'dly as possible. The committees will 
all begin their labors this week, and as all 
of them have more or Jess Bills on hand 
wh'ch were introduced at the extra session, 
there will be no tack of material for the 
house to work on after.the committees 
have begun work. The appropriations com- 
mittee has been at work for ten days and 
Chairman Cannon expects to pass at least 
two of the regular budgets before the 
holidays—the legislative, execut’ve and ju- 
dicial and the pensions appropriation bills. 
One or the other of these bills, it is ex- 
pected, will be reported by Wednesday, 
and the end of the week promises to see 
the house down to business. 

Among the early general measures to re- 
ceive consideration will be the bankruptcy 
bill. Whether it will be the Nelson bill, 
which passed the senate at the Jast ses- 
sion, or a modification of the Torrey vill, 
depends upon the temper of the judic’ary 
committee, which will submit the measure 
to the house. 

Beyond doubt there will be several reso- 
lutions of inquiry during the first week 
which may be more or less sensational, 
and some of the radical pro-Cuba mem- 
bers will attempt to get cons‘deration for 
a Cuban resolution before the fore.gn af- 
fairs committee can act. Congressman 
Livingston, of Georgia, is one of these. 
But owing to the nature of the house rules 
all these hasty efforts will prove abortive 
and they probably will take their regular 
course.

M’KINLEY IS IN WASHINGTON. 


President Arrives at the White House 
Early in Morning. 
Washington, December 5.—Pres‘dent Mc- 
Kinley, accompanied by Assistant Secre- 
tary Day, arrived in Washington over the 
Pennsylvania railroad at 7:45 o’clock this 
morning. He was met at the station by 
Secretary Alger, Secretary Bliss and Sec- 
retary Porter and driven to the white 

house. 

The president had received two telegrams 
en route from Canton reporting the con- 
dition of his mother, but he was anx’'ous 
for later news, so Secretary Porter stop- 
ped at the telegraph office on the way 
from the station to inquire for any dis- 
patches that might be waiting. There 
was no news, however, so the party pro- 
ceeded to the white house, where breakfast 
was had. 

In the middle of the forgioon a mes- 
sage was received from Akner M- inley, 
at Canton, saying the president’s n«ther 
was rest ng in about the same condition us 
when he left Canton—sleening and wi.con- 
scious. She might last through the day 
or even one or two days longer, Lut was 
liable to die at any minute. 

Arrangements have been made ‘or the re- 
trip to Canton tomorrow even'ng. The 
president, Mrs. McKinley and a party of 
half a dozen close friends and relatives 
will leave Washington at 7:20 o’clock. oc- 
cupying a special car attached to the reg- 
war Pennsylvania railroad train, end ar- 
rving in Canton about 10 o'clock Tuesday 
morning.

House Democrats Will Present a 
Substitute for Hopkins Bill 


TO BECHOSEN ON STATE TICKET 


But Nominated in the Different Circuits 


at Separate Conventions, |

GOVERNDG ATKINSON TALKS OF CHANGE 


Has Been in Conference with Other — 
Democratic Leaders and Hits 
Straight from the Shoulder. 

Says Fresent Bill Is an 
Incentive.

As soon as the Hopkins bill, providing 
for the election of judges and solicitors of 
the superior court by the people, reaches 
the house Representative Little, of Mus- 
cogee, will present a substitute that is 
backed by the democratic leaders of the 
state. The Hopkins bill is believed to be 
drawn on lines that are a trifle too undem- 
ocratic, and the substitute, while incor- 
porating the main idea, so amends the, 
measure as to leave the judiciary of the 
state in the hands of the dominant party. 
It is likeiy that a caucus of the democrats 
of the house will be called in the next day 
or two, and that positive and united action, 
will be taken. This will array the populists 
and the republicans on the one side and 
the democrats on the other, and in such a 
contest the issue is not involved in very 
much doubt. 

The feature of the Hopkins bill to which 
many good democrats are objecting ts that 
which directs the election of the judges and 
solicitors by circuits instead of by the’! 
State as a whole. Under this system at 
least a couple of circuits would be carried 
by the populists, and the republicans might 
St one. All are now safely democratic, 
and all will continue to be democratic if 
the matter is left to a vote of the whole. 
| peorte +<tead af ta the vote of sections, 
This is the only change 
‘by the substitute, but it is one of tre- 
mendous political significance. 

The People To Elect. 

The populists and republicans will urge; 
against the -new measure that it opposes 
home rule. They will point out that a 
man in Dade county is not a good judge of 
the qualifications of a candidate in Ware 
county, and vica versa. This argument 
would ordinarily be a most potent one, but 
the democrats will be able to meet it and 
overcome it by provid.ing that the voters 
of Ware county and of Dade will not in any 
way come in contact. The Little substitute 
arranges that all nominations for judges 
and solicitors shall be made in the circuits, 
and that the candidates so nominated shall 
simply be placed upon the state ticket 
along with all the other state candidates.

A host of leading candidates 
has already appeared, amorg whom Mr. 
Chipley was very_conspicuous. Ex-Senator 
Cail is believed to be in the race. and Sena- 
tor Pasco is hard at work building up his 
fences. Had these three leaders all lived 
to enter the race, a red-hot triangular bat- 
tle for the toga would doubtless have been 
witnessed. 

Now that Chipley is dead, the indications 
are that entirely new and younger leaders 
will displace the old men, but that the 
fierceness of the contest will be diminished 
is not probable. Messrs. Call and Chipley 
have succeeded in dividing the democratic 
party in Florida into two factions whose 
hatred toward each other is very intense 
and seemingly irreconcilable. The fight 
for supremacy will be carried on by these 
two factions under new leaders, and it will 
center in the next senatoria! election. 

It is safe to say that the Call forces have 
already drifted to the old man’s former 
hustling lieutenant. Mr. John N. C, Stock- 
ton. the well-known anti-corporationist 
banker of Jacksonville. Mr. Stockton is 
forty years of age, is a remarkable worker 
and a natural born politician. The fact 
that he is a banker will operate againat 
him, and if the election were to be made 
this month. he covld not win; but the man 
who gives John Stockton sixteen months in 
which to work for any office in Florida, has 
got to work hard to beat him. 

Who will win the leadership of the Chip- 
ley forces? That is now the all-important 
question. for the man who does it will 
have half won the next United States sen- 
atorship. Many “candidates are already 
mentiored, and the struggle will be a 
warm one for several months, until) the 
best man develons himself.

‘The argument that the government, bet- 
ter than the banks, can provide for the 
redemption of paper note issues will not 
stand the test of a careful analys's. The 
government has no means for caring for 
its demand liabilities except through bor- 
rowing and through the léeVying of taxes. 
On the other hand, the banks have as- 
sets which can be premptly converted 
into cash to meet their outstand'ng notes 
when presentea Tlicir abllity to command 
gold has always been beyond that of the 
government, for ir each financial exigen- 
cy which has confronted the gavernment.

WANTS TO WARD OFF DISEASE 
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Surgeon General Wyman Submits His 
Annual Report. 


RECOMMENDATIONS ARE MADE 


Head of Marine Hospital Service Dis- 
cussed Cholera and Bubonic 
Plague. 
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Washington, December 5.—Surgeon Gén- 
eral Wyman, of the marine hospital ser- 
vice, has submitted his annua! rerort to 
Secretary Gage. It shows that dur.ng the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 897, the total 
number of patients treated at the ho:pitals 
and dispensaries connected with the ser- 
vice was 54,477. Although the total number 
of patients treated was 673 in excess of 
those treated during the previous fiscal 
year, the expenditures were $538,350, when 
is $21,000 less than for the prev.ous yeur. 
The number of immigrants inspect.d by 
officers of the service at the various posts 
aggregated 232,14” 

The surgeon general says: 

“The necessity of legislat'on to secure 
proper shelter for deck crews on western 
rivers, to which attention was called in the 
last report, was met by the act of con- 
gress, approved March 3, 1897, requiring 
every steamboat piying upon the Missis:- 
sippi river or its tributaries, to furnish 
an appropriate place for the crew with 
protection from the weather. This sub- 
ject is one that has long engaged the at- 
tention of the marine nospital sur. eoas, 
who have made frequent reports thereon, 
and this action of congress will be pr duc- 
tive of much re.lef, although the act does 
not take effect until June W, 1898. 

“To meet the growing demands of the 
service new regulations have been pre- 
pared, and will shortly be issued.’’ ‘The 
surgeon general invites attenton to the 
excellent work done by the officers of the 
corps during the recent visitat.on of ye!- 
low fever in the south. Med'ca! officers 
were assigned to duty in the infected dis- 
tricts, and although a uumber of them 
were not immune to ye.low fever, never- 
theless they responded with alacrity, and 
performed their duties with judgment and 
efficiency. Three officers contracted ye low 
fever and one lost his life by accident 
in the line of duty.

JUDGE SPEER WANTS THEM 


“what Means That They Must Be Pro- 
duced Very Quick. 


STORY OF A BOY AND A BONFIRE 


A Relic of the Macon Construction Co. 
Young Man Who Lost in a Gam- 
bling House Wants Money. 
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Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con. Ga., December 5.—Mr. William M. 
Gordon and Mr. T. C. Burke have spent 
much of their time today locking for two 
ledgers belonging to the Progress Loan, 
Improvement and Manufacturing Company, 
which are wanted in court Tuesday. 

On day these two gentlemen. will 
have to appear before Judge Emory Speer 
and answer whether or not they are in 
contempt of court in not turning over these 
two books to Receiver Calloway, who was 
appointed by Judge Speer to take charge of 
the affairs of the Progress Loan, Improve- 

nt and Manvfacturing Company. Mr. 

“allovray receiver, has petitioned the 
court to demand that the gentlemen named, 
who ere officers of the company, surrender 
to him the books of the company. He 
claims to have been given only one ledger 
from May 1, 1897, to the present time, al- 
thoveh the company has been doing busi- 
ness with a paid-in capital stock of $100,000 
for six of seven years. 

The full statement made in the receiver's 
petition to the court was given in The Con- 
stitution’s Macon dispatches today. He 
makes some exceedingly sensational 
charges against Messrs. T. C. Burke and 
W. M. Gordon, the president and secretary 
of the company. These gentlemen are 
among the best known merchants and busi- 
ness men of Macon. Their names rank 
with the leaders of business circles, and 
they also have the best social standing. 
When The Constitution’s representative 
in Macon called to see Mr. Gordon, secre- 
tary of the company, today he expressed 


that 


as 


regret at the sensational reports that have 


been published about the affair. 

‘Tt is true;” said he, “that we have not 
two ledgers to the receiver 
appointed by Judge Emory Speer. The 
reason for this is that we have not been 
able to find the books. They have myster!- 
ously disappeared. The books, however, 
count for but little in the settlement of the 
company’s affairs. They were simply dead 
books. that’s all. I mean by this to say 
that the results shown by these two ledgers 
were transcribed into a new ledger, and 
the new ledger was the only one we used. 
We have turned this ledger over to the 
receiver. It contains all the information 
that the other two ledgers contain. We 
retired the other two books the first of this 
year. They were sent down in the cellar 
of the office, where I had about two hun- 
dred books. Not long ago some boys were 
allowed to go down in the cellar by Mr. 
Burke to get some boxes to make a bon- 
fire. whether they got the ledgers and 
burned them I do not know. I think it 
probably that the books have disappeared 
in this way. 

‘“T know there is no intention on the part 
of the officers of the company to conceal 
anything from the receiver’or the public. 
The business of the company has been s0 
conducted on a legitimate basis, and we are 
ready to make any statement as to the 
figures of the books, showing the results. 
It is much ado about nothing. There is not 
a cent involved in the business but will be 
accounted for when the time comes,” 

Mr. Gordon said he had searched every- 
where for the two ledgers in question, but 
had not been able to find them. He said 
that he would be the gladdest in the world 
to bring them before the receiver and the 
court, because they would show that all 
this stir is about nothing. The amounts 
recorded in the books that are lost, he said, 
are transcribed in the ledger that has been 
Surrendered to the receiver, and the lost 
books would show nothing that is not al- 
reazay shown to the receiver. 

One of the charges made by the receiver 
is that while he was out of the office of 
the company the first day he took charge 
of the business entries were made on the 
cash book, and false, or apparently false, 
balances were made. He claims that while 
the balances are true in the totals, the ad- 
dition is erroneous, and this makes him 
think that the balances were forced. 

In explanation of this Mr. Gordon said to 
The Constitution this afternoon: “It is true 
that Mr. A. M. Chapman, our bookkeeper, 
did make some entries in the cash book 
that day, but they were simpy transcribing 
the amounts of cash tickets which we held 
in the drawer. It was nothing more than 
putting the amounts on the cash book for 
the purpose of making the balance. Thé 
cash tickets will show that these entries 
were justifiable. We have everything to 
show for the entries that were made. In 
Plain words, the entries were nothing more 
than the portrayal of the exact condition 
of the office. It was necessary to show this 
in concise f6rm, and the entries were made 
Solely for that purpose. What matters it 
if cash entries are made while there are 
cash tickets for the amounts in the money 
drawer? It was better for the amounts to 


_ be placed on the cash book than to have 


them lying around loose on cash tickets.” 
There will be a hearing of the case Tues- 
day before Judge Speer. The sensational 
features which have been given the case in 
this turn of litigation will make the hear- 
ing interesting. Receiver Calloway was

WILL COME UP SCON

RACE OF THE EMPIRE STATE 


Georgia Wishes To Be the First To 
Start Her School. 


WHAT THE BILL PROPOSES TO ACCOMPLISH 


The Tech Is Now in Gooi Condition 
and Over 250 Students Are 
There. 


a 


The bill providing for the establishment 
of a textile department at the Georgia 
School of Technology will come before the 
house again next Tuesday, and it is con- 
fidently expected by its advocates that it 
will be favorably considered. 

It will be remembered that when the 
matter of appropriation for this department 
was before the committee a suitable appro- 
priation was recommended with the un- 
derstanding that the trustees of the school 
would raise a s'milar amount of money. 

It is believed that the money. required 
can easily be raised by the latter part of 
January if the bill is passed, and in this 
event the erection of the building will be 
commenced in a very short time. 

The manufacturers of machinery who 
have agreed to make certain donations if 
the bill is passed have not been heard from 
Since the matter went before the house, but 
they will stand by their agreement, and as 
soon as the bill is passed will give the 
promised donations of valuable machinery 
for the equipment of the department. Let- 
ters have been received from the Mississippi 
Agricultural collcge asking for information 
in regard to the textile department bill 
Wvlich is now before the Georgia legisla- 
ture. Mississippi contemplates a pill of 
the same sort and is anxious to know just 
what the one in Georgia calls for. 

It is understood that the first state to 
establish a textile school will receive the 
most liberal donations from the manufac- 
turers of machinery. Those interested in 
the school hope to make Georgia the first 
southern state to have a school of this 
kind, and believe that if early action is 
taken in the matter it will save the state 
a@ great amount of money in the long run. 

The bill has a strong backing and has 
been received with great favor by a large 
number of the leg'slators. There are many 
reasons which cause it to be exnected that 
the bill will pass without any trouble. 


Tech in Good Condition. | 


There are at present 226 students in at- 
tendance at the Tech, which is by all 
means the largest number in the history of 
that institution. The dormitories are full, 
and many of the students rent rooms in 
houses near the school. 

Theré@ has been no trouble in accommo- 
dating those who have come, and it is ex- 
pected that about fifty more will be added 
before the entrance limit is reached.

The faculty 
of the school has worked hard to bring 
about this state of affairs, and their efforts 
have been well rewarded.

QUANTITY IF NOT PRICE. 


Farmers of Sumter Have a Big Cot- 
; ton Crop. 

Americus, Ga., December 5.—(Special.)— 
Farmers in this part of the state are mak- 
ing up in the quamtity of cotton gathered 
what they have lost by low prices, at least 
to some extent. The top crop is the best 
in many years, and on some plantations 
will yield as much as the main or bottom 
crop. Picking is still going on in many 
places, and the staple comes in at the rate 
of about 100 bales per day. Sosfar this sea- 
son the warehouses here have received 
27,650 bales, while at least 20,000 bales addi- 
tional have come directly to the presses 
from outside points, while the total ‘re- 
ceipts for the year will reach 60,030 bales. 
Farmers in th’s section will curtail the 
cotton acreage considerably another year, 
believing that therein is the only remedy 
for low prices.

Frivolity Capers in the Senate. 

The spirit of frivolous legislation, 
which has made our statute books no- 
torious if not notable, has again become 
embodied, and raising its frayed petti- 
coats has gaily tripped into the senate. 
This embodiment, whose forms are as 
varied as the phases of frivolity itselr, 
generaily makes its annual entree in 
the lower house, but for some reason it 
has seen fit to change its arena and 
announces that for this season it will! 
pirouette and caracole for the beguiling 
and bewilderment of the staid and se- 
date senators. 

Its first appearance in itg senatorial 
repertoire is in the role of a bill to 
prohibit the manufacture and sale of 
cigarettes—an experiment that has met 
with annual failure even in the lower 
house. The wisdom and conservatism 
of the members of the upper branch of 
the legislature leaves little room for 
doubt that this caper of the sumptuary 
soubrette will play to empty benches in 
the senate. 

While The Constitution has no pur- 
pose to justify or excuse the use of ci: 
garettes, it believes that the proposed 
measure cannot accomplish any prac- 
tical or beneficial results. Three states 
of the union have passed similar bills, 
and in every instance the courts have 
held the statutes unconstitutional ana 
void. The only result that could be 
accomplished by the legislature would 
be to close the markets to the Georgia 
product and open our marts, free of all 
license or tax, to the imported products 
of other states. 

We do not believe that any citizen ot 
Georgia would welcome such a consum-: 
mation. 
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Andree May Return Yet. 

Speculation is still rife as to the 
whereabouts of Professor Andree; al- 
though most scientific thinkers are dis- 
posed to believe that the daring ae- 
ronaut has long ere this met with some 
tragic fate among the snows of the po- 
lar region. 

This belief is strengthened by the 
fruitiess effort which the king of Swe 
den has made to discover: some trace 
cof the missing explorer. More than 
four weeks ago aspecial expedition 
was organized under the supervision of 
the king of Sweden for the purpose of 
exploring the polar region in quest of 
Professor Andree; but this expedition, 
after proceeding as far northward as 
vessels could penetrate in the supposed 
direction taken by Professor Andree, 
has at length returned to Sweden, bring- 
ing with it no information whatever 
concerning the fate or whereabouts of the 
bold aeronaut. 

But while the outlook is extremely 
doubtful there is still ground for be- 
lieving that Professor Andree may yet 
emerge from the tomb into which the 
fears of the scientific world have con- 
signed him. Dr. Eckholm, one of the 
leading meteorologists of Sweden, is 
strongly wedded to this opinion; and in 
discussing the matter publicly some few 
days azo maintained the position that 
Professor Andree might yet be heara 
from. In the first place he reasoned 
that the currents of air which waftea 
the voyager upon his expedition carriea 
him into the close neighborhood of the 
pole; that he was subsequently carriea 
in a northwesterly direction towara 
Franz Joseph Land; and that finding 
some convenient place for estab- 
lishing winter quarters in Franz Jo- 
seph Land he might be at present in 
that locality. 

Whatever the fate of Professor Andree 
may be, this expression of opinion from 
Dr. Eckholm is the most satisfactory 
statement bearing upon the expedition 
from a scientifi point of view which has 
yet made its appearance in print. Dr. 
Eckholim speaks not only from the 
standpoint of one who has made a thor- 
ough study of meteorology, but also 


fectly familiar with the subject of bal- 
looning in general. It may be remem- 
bered that Dr. Eckholm was among the 
number who expected § to accompany 
Professor Andree on his proposed expe- 
dition in 1896. As to the present ex- 
pedition Dr. Eckholm also expected to 
embark in that, but on account of some 
difference of opinion as to t’#@ proper 
construction of the balloon he decided 
to forego the trip. 

While this matter of disagreement 
caused him to remain at home, it does 
not constrain him to doubt that the bal- 
loon is still in gocd condition, and that 
Professor Andree may return to Sweden 
within the next few months. Com- 
ing from such a distinguished scientific 
authority, the opinion not only throws 
fresh light upon the situation, but makes 
it appear decidedly more hopeful. 


More of the Why and Wherefore. 

An Atlanta friend, who is a very earn- 
est democrat, sent up this brief state- 
ment yesterday: “I see you are arguing 
why the democrats of Georgia should 
reaffirm the Chicago platform.

The Pig Iron Industry. 

According to one of the leading in- 
dustrial magazines of the country there 
are now in operation throughout the 
United States not less than 184 pig iron 
blast furnaces, with a weekly capacity of 
219,638 tons. 

This industry is restricted mainly to 
the states of Pennsylvania, Ohio, Ala- 
bama, Illinois, Virginia and Tennessee. 
Of course the state of, Pennsylvania is 
considerably ahead of other states in the 
manufacture of pig iron, not so much 
on account of superior natural advan- 
tages, although ‘tthe state is one off 
great natural wealth, as on account of 
the early start which Pennsylvania made 
in developing her iron resources. Next 
to Pennsylvania comes Ohio. 

Third on the list is Alabama. Con- 
sidering the infancy of the Alabama in- 
dustry the progress which that state has 
made in the manufacture of pig iron is 
phenomenal. At the present time there 
are not less than nineteen blast furnaces 
employed in the pig iron industry in our 
sister state, and in view of the rapid 
growth which the past year has brought 
about, in spite of adverse conditions, it 
is safe to predict that the day is not far 
distant when the state of Alabama will 
be Tully abreast with Pennsylvania. 

Georgia is not included among the 
states engaged to any marked extent, 
in the manufacture of pig iron, although 
the resources of Georgia in other di- 
rections are simply infinite, while even 
iron abounds in large quantities, 


Worthy of Consideration. 

We call attention to a brief inter- 
view, published elsewhere, with Gover: 
nor Atkinson, in which, as a democrat, 
and not in his official capacity, he dis 
cusses the pending measure to eleci 
judges and solicitors by the people. 

The Constitution favors a change in 
the present method of electing judges 
and solicitors, and so does Governor 
Atkinson, but he suggests a method 
which, while differing slightly from thaf 
proposed in the senate bill, will reach 
the same general end by a less objec- 
tionable route.

There is no doubt that the present 
method of electing judges and solicitors 
should be changed. This work should 
not be a part of the duty of the legisla- 
ture, and if the present — legislature 
wishes to please the people it should 
take advantage of this opportunity to 
do so,

Up to this 
time the democrats have been wrestling 
with him without outside aid, but now the 
populists have invited themselves—for 
what reason no one can imagine—to the en- 
counter. At the close of last week’s ses- 
sion Representative Hogan, of Lincoln, the 
leader of the third party in the house, in- 
troduced a bill as a substitute to the one 
framed by the committee of eleven, and 
it will come up for a vote the first thing. 
It is very probable that the republicans 
will help to make things as uncomfortable 
as possible for the democrats, and in the 
scrimmage that will ensue party lines will 
have to be drawn taut in order to get the 
committee’s bill through. 

That it will go through in some shape 
is certain, and it is becoming almost cer- 
tain that no changes will be made in it. 
It is a good billy It contains all the re- 
form features of the ol@ Hali bill and at 
the same time follows closely the instruc- 
tions given to the committee as a result of 
the Brennen resolution. The latter provid- 
ed for the selection of one member from 
each congressional district to frame a mé@as- 
ure in accordance with the wishes of a 
majority, 
questions these wishes were expressed as 
follows: 

1. To establish a farm in the central por- 
tion of the state on which tod place the 
aged, infirm, female and juvenile convicts. 

2. To lease out all the others under state 
inspection, supervision and control for a 
blank number of years. 

3. To abolish the present penitentiary de- 
partment and to place the management of 
the new system in the hands of three com- 
missioners to be elected by the people. 

4. To provide for the state inspection of 
misdemeanor convicts. 


The committee of eleven,. consisting of 
Representatives Hall of the fourth, chair- 
man; Brannen of the first, Patton of the 
secord, Pope Brown of the third, Stone of 
the fifth, Redding of the sixth, Copeland 
of the seventh, Callaway of the éighth, 
Charters of the ninth, Burwell of the 
tenth, and Hitch of the eleventh, had one 
long session and succeeded in agreeing 
upon a bill. This has already ben intro- 
duced, but could not be considered, owing 
to the lack of a quodum. It went over to 
bé printed and will come up tomorrow at 
ll o’clock. 

The committee did exactly as they had 
been told to do in the foregoing instruc- 
tions, except that they made the first set 
of commissioners appointive by the govern- 
or in order that the new system could be 
inaugurated before the next election. They 
fixed the salaries of the commissioners 
at $2,000 a year edch, and made their term 
of office six years, one to be elected every 
two years. The bill provides that the com- 
mission shall have complete management 
and control of the state convicts, shall reg- 
ulate the hours of their labor, the manner 
and extent of their punishment, the variety 
and quantity of their food, the kind and 
character of their clothing, and shall make 
such other rules and regulations as will 
insure their safekeeping, and to appoint 
such officers, guards and physicians as May 
be necessary. 


The commission is also given general su- 
pervision of the misdemeanor convicts of 
the state. It is to be the duty of one of the 

“commissioners, or an officer designated by 

them, to visit at least quarterly the vari- 
ous camps where misdemeanor convicts 
are at work, and advise with the county 
or municipal authorities working them in 
making and altering the rules for the man- 
agement of the convicts; and in case the 
authorities and commission fail to agree, 
the governor is to prescribe such rules, 
and if the authorities fail to comply with 
such rules, then the governor is to take 
the convicts and deliver th@m to some other 
county. In the event no county desires 
them, then they are to be worked upon 
such public works as the commission may 
designate. 

The members of the commission are to 
constitute a board of pardons who are to 
pass upon all applications for executive 
clemency. They are directed to purchase 
a farm of not more than 5,000 acres, on 
whch to place the aged, infirm, female and 
juvenile convicts and are given $100,000 for 
the establishment of a central penitentiary 
for these new state charges. All the other 
convicts are to be leased in gangs of ‘not 
less than fifty or more than one hundred 
to the highest bidder for terms not longer 
than five years. They are to be employed 
‘in mining, burning coke, iron foundries, 
building railroads, quarrying stone, saw- 
mills, turpentine farms and agricultural 
pursuits. 

This, in brief, is the democratic meas- 
ure, and as such it will be enacted into 
law. Opposed to it is the populist bill, 
which provides that the governor shall ap- 
point a principal keeper and an assistant 
keeper at a salary of $2,000 and $1,500 per 
annum, respectively, whose successors 
shall be erected by the people. The gov- 
ernor is also empowered to appciai three 
commissioners to select a suitable isiand 
on the Georgia coast or other lands where 
afl the long term convicts may be confined. 
These commissioners are to get $5 per day 
an@ expenses. The long term convicts are 
to be put at hard labor in agricultural pur- 
suits and the profit of the enterprise is to 
be applied to the support of the state de- 
partment. Ail male convicts sentenced to 
terms of less than ten years are to be put 
at work upon the public roads, each coun- 
ty supporting such convicts as it cares to 
use. The females, crippled, aged and in- 
firm convicts are to be put to work on the 
state’s property at Milledgeville and $30,000 
is appropriated to cover all expenses. No 
provision is made for state inspection of 
misdemeanor convicts. :

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VETO OF THE FOOTBALL — 
BILL IS LOOKED FOR

While Governor Atkinson has given no 
direct intimation as to what course he in- 
tends to pursue in reference to the anti- 
football bill, which he now has in his hands, 
the many opponents of the measure are 
confidently expecting a veto. In fact, the 
revulsion of feeling in opposition to the 
measute seems to be abcut <3 strong as the 
sudden burst of sentiment which led. both 
houses of the legislature to pass it by 
overwhelming majorities. Letters from all 
parts of the state are pouring in asking for 
a veto, and the governor is giving them ali 
careful consideration. He has until 
Wednesday to take final action, but it is 
probable that he will be heard from today 
or tomorrow. 

The arguments against the bill are by no 
means based exclusively on the merits of 
the game itself, bat come from men who 
have never even seen a football or watch- 
ed the fierce struggle of the eridiron. It 
is the general character of the bill that 
they object to. As Mr. Branch said in his 
widely-read communication to the gov- 
ernor, and which The Constitution printed 
the other day, the proposed law smacks 
more of maternalism even than it 
does of paternalism. That letter from Mr. 
Branch created a great deal of talk in 
legislative halls, and threw a new light 
on the subject to the eyes of a whole lot of 
legislators. 

The only reasens why the opinion is s0 
general that the governor will veto the bill 
are his own record, which shows that he 
has always been dpposed to such sumptu- 
ary legislation, and his well-known courage 
in handling bills no matter what treat- 
ment they had’ received in the two houses. 
More than this, he has received the cer- 
tain assurance of support from so many 
men of prominence who believe that such 
a law would seriously injure the state, 
that even a less nervy man would not hes- 
itate very long as to what was best to do. 
There seems to be no doubt that the legis- 
lature will sustain him in his veto, but 
that, of course, isn’t a thing to be con- 
sidered when a question of principle is 


at stake. 
And principle in this instance is a very 


conspicuous factor.

“There is no use to deny the fact,’’ he 
sad, “that money was used in Augusta.

POPS WILL GATHER 


TO PREPARE PLANS 


State Executive Committees To Meet 
This Week. 


WEDNESDAY IS THE DAY 


Leaders Will Discuss the Programme 
for Following Year. 


CHAIRMAN CUNNINGHAM MAY RESIGN 


He May Be Forced To Put in His 
Resigration—What Will 
Be Done. 


The populists of the state will arrive in 
Atlarta tomorrow, to be ready for the con- 
vening of the state executive committee, 
which will meet the following day. 

No special order of business will be ob- 
served, and no special reason has been 
given for the call, but affairs of great 
importance to the party will be brought 
up and plans laid for the rext state cam- 
paien., 

There is a big job before the populists, 
and they know it. At this time the party 
is hopelessly divided throughout the state, 
and throughout the whole south, for that 
matter. The fiasco at the Nashville con- 
vention proved this, and subsequent events 
have sustained the statement made fen, 
that the party was badly gplit. As to 
national affairs. Tom Watson is one way, 
and Marion Butler is the other. 

There is a wide division in the whole 
national org@nization. The same condi- 
tions stand in the state. There is an all- 
round factional fight. and Carter and Wat- 
son are each heading two lines. 

This session of the state executive com- 
mittee hopes to pour oil on the troubled 
waters. The leaders hope to mollify all 
who have grievances, and will make every 
effort to appease the injured. Just what 
the programme will be no one knows, but 
the full plan for the campaign to come, 
it is said, will be outlined. 

The populists are watching with eager 
eye the acfion of the state legislature 
with réference to the convict question. In 
the failure of the democrats to make the 
right decision thtY hope to get material 
for their campaigns, and any deficiency on 
the part of the present house will be eager- 
ly noted by the populist leaders. It is not 
thought that the question will be taken up, 
however, at the coming meeting.

ON THE WARPATH 


Over 2,000 People Were Vaccinated Sun- 
day by City Physicians. 


SMALLPOX NOT ALARMING 


Chief Veal’s Official Statement Shows 
No Decided Spread. 


ONE DOCTOR BREAKS UP A WEDDING 


The Husband Grows Obstreperous and 
the Bride Is Vaccinatei Before 
the Whole Crowd. 


Ajtlanta’s municipal smallpox chasers 
poisoned arms by the wholesale in this city 
yesterday. The commandment to rest on 
the Sabbath day was not heeded. The 
doctors knew it was a good opportunity to 
catch people napping at home, and they 
caught ’em by the ,hundreds. Over 2,000 
people were vaccinated in ten hours. 

It was the best day’s work the physlI- 
cians have put in since this crusade was 
inaugurated. They visited mostly’ the 
slums and the negro quarters. Their greet- 
ing at some places was not altogether 
pleasing. In fact, the aid of a blue coat 
had to be brought into service more than 
once, and it was only after a good deal of 
billy stick persuasion that some of the 
more obstreperous were finally convinced 
that the deed was imperative. 

The physicians have not, as yet, begun 
on the more civilized localities. The dis- 
ease mostly exists now among the negroes, 
where cases are being found every day, but 
others will not be ignored. The warning 
has gone forth, and in a very short while 
those not having artistic scars or certifi- 
cates to show that they have been vacci- 
nated, will be compelled to submit to the 
virus. 

There is at present no alarming spread 
of the malady in the city. Only two cases 
were found yesterday. One was at 381 De- 
catur street, and the other at 7 West 
Hunter street. Both were negroes. Their 
homes were thoroughly fumigated, and 
every precaution taken to prevent the 
spread of the disease. The worst infected 
district so far seems to be in the first 
ward, where most of the cases have been 
found. 

According to Chief Veal’s official state- 
ment last night, there are now ninety 
cases under treatment at the quarantine 
hospital, and forty under quarantine in 
various parts of the city. 

Virus Disturbs a Wedding. 

One of the physicians had a warm time 
of it in Darktown early yesterday morn- 
ing on one of his visitors. He had heard 
that there was to be a wedding on lower 
Auburn avenue, to which a number of 
guests were invited, and he forthwith de- 
termined to repair hence himself to pre- 
sent the bride and groom, as well as the 
guests, with a neat little scar in honor of 
the occasion. 

This knight of the pill toddled forth, 


. therefore, accompanied by a policeman. As 


he entered the door the preacher was in 
the very midst of the ceremony. The hap- 
py young couple were vowing their eter- 
nal. allegiance with smiles hung over each 
ear. The eager listeners were just about 
to bestow their benediction, when the phy- 
sician called a halt, and gazed around for 
smallpox cases. Fortunately, none were 
there, but the doctor imagined he could 
see germs about as thick as flies,. 

Unfortunately, the cottage consisted of 
only one room. The policeman locked all 
the doors and put the keys in his pocket. 
The doctor opened his grip and took out 
his knife, while the crowd looked at one 
another in blank astonishment. ° 

“Want it on the arm?” said the physi- 
cian to the bride, whereupon the husband 
raised a stout row. swearing by all the 
nine gods his wife should not be disfigured 
in any such ruthless manner; but he was 
quickly silenced by a billy shake. 

“No, I don’t want it @1 the arm,” re- 
plied she timidly, ‘“‘but just come round 
home tonight and——’’ 

“All right, then,’’ said the doctor, “we 
will put it elsewhere.’’ And he proceeded 
to put it elsewhere, to the astonishment of 
the guests, while the officer had to hold 
the hubby with man force in one corner. 
in less than a jiffy the whole gang had 
been vaccinated, and the officials proceeded 
on their way rejoicing, having added 
twelve to their list of immunes. 


WHERE IS JOE SHEATS P 


He Is Still Away and No One Knows 
What Has Became of Him. 


Nothing has as yet been heard from Joe 
Sheats, who mysteriously disappeared some 
days ago. It will be remembered that 
Sheats came into the city with eight bales 
of cotton, which he succeeded in disposing 
of for $140. 

After selling the cotton he disappeared. 
A day or two ago his wife came to the city 
in search of him. 

She reported the matter to the police 
department and a detective was put to work 
on the case, but so far no clew whatever 
has been found that would show the where- 
abouts of the missing man. The friends 
of Sheats believe thet he has been murder- 
ed, but the detectives hold the theory that 
he became engaged in a game, and losing 
all of his money, is now afraid to face his 
wife.

Small Telegraph Office Causes Big Suit 
in U. §. Court. 


A LADY SUES FOR $75,000 


Southern Road Says the Georgia Is 
| Responsible for Accident. 


is PRECEDENT AS TO LESSEE OR LESSOR 


Unique Fight Now on Over Intricate 
Question of Law—The History 
of the Case. 


Tho location of an insignificant looking 
little telegraph office near the Bell street 
crossing of the Southern railway ia this 
city is forming the basis of a smart lawsuit 
in the United States court before Judge 
Newman, which pronises to establish an 
interesting precedent as to the responsibil- 
ity of damages between lessee and lessor. 

During the exposition in Atlanta J. T. 
Connell, a Mississippi horse trader, was 


killed by an exposition train of the South- 
ern at this telegraph station. His wife is 


paid a loving , 
few feet from the railroad track. 


now bringing suit against the road for 
$75,000 damages, and the attorneys for both 
sides have been waging a warm war in the 


court for the last four days, and the end 


is not in sight yet. 

The Southern road, it seems, leased a 
certain portion of land in the vicinity of 
Bell street, on which to lay their tracks 
for suburban trains. In close proximity to 
the Southern’s track was this small tele- 
graph station, which was for the use of 
the public, and which was situated cnly a 


By the location of this office, and a tele- 
graph pole close by, it was necessary for a 
pedestrian to enter the office to step dan- 
gerously near the track. This, the plaintiff 
claims, was unavoidapie. 

One night during the exposition Connell 
was entering this office on business, and 
was obliged to step near the track, so it is 
claimed. He did not notice the approaching 


' train, coming, into the city, was struck, 


Knocked to the ground and received fatal 
injuries. from which he died shortly after- 
wards. 

The plaintiff alleges the engine was back- 
ing into the city, that there was not suffi- 
cient light on the tender to distinguish an 
object on the track, that the train was 
running at a greater rate of speed than re- 
quired by law, and that the Southern rail- 
way igs wholly responsible for the damages. 

The attorneys for the plaintiff have intro- 


| duced their evidence, and the attorneys for 


the raod entered a motion to nonsuit on 
the ground that the company did not own 
the telegraph station, that the gruand was 


| merely leased, and-that if there is any re- 


sponsibility it should rest with the Georgia 
railroad. The plaintiff answers this by 
claiming it does not matter whether the 
Southern road owned the telegraph station 
or not, whether they are lessee and lessor, 
they are equally responsible under the 
law. 

Judge Newman has not yet ruled on the 
motion, and the resu!t will not be known 
until he returns from Columbus next week. 
The point involved is an important one, 
and the decision will be watched with much 


interest.

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The picture at tho head of this column 

is 8 familiar one to gold miners, They 
have all been there. The prospector, with 
his pan and pick, is the fererunner of all 
mining developments in gold fields. He 
goes ahead and spies out the land. His 
keen eye detects gold indications in the 
geologica, formation, and he scoops up a 
panfull of dirt or breaks up a piece of 
quartz and washes: it. 

Panning is an art. Ore may not show a 
particle of gold to the eye, but crush it 
and pan it and you may be rewarded with 
eak of yellow particles in the bottom 
of the pan. Perhaps there is only one 
jittie part cle—one *"< olor.” But that shows 
there is gold about, and then search be- 
gins for the vein, unless the prospector is 
hunting for a which event he 
jooks for the old bed of a stream. 

Often a prospector finds a piece of rich 
“goat” ore. He pans it and finds that it 
rings his pan. Then he eagerly searches 
for the vein. If the “float’ was picked 
up near the bed of a stream, must 
search to the right and to the left and 
If he finds it on a moun- 
ta'n or hills de, he Knows that the vein 
is above him. He makes a casual exam- 
inaton for an outcrop or some of the ex- 
posed vein above the surface. If he does 
not find the outcrop at first, he has a slow 
programme, for he must make frequent 
pannings of the earth between the place 
where he found the float and the point 
from which he believes it started. I read 
the other day of the discovery of a rich 
vein five miles from where the float was 
picked up. Many a time the prospector 
fails to find the vein and he has to swal- 
low his disappo'ntment and look for an- 
other. : 

The prospector is the avant courier in 
mining. In his wake follows the promo- 
ter, then the capitalist. The promoter has 
his place. He stands between the prospec- 
wr and the capitalist. He brings the pros- 
pector or the owner of the property and, 
the investor together. Th's is legitimate; 
but for the promoter, the prospector, usu- 
ally not a man of means, would not Knuw 
where to go to sell what he has discovered. 

Georg’a is famous for her prospectors. 
Our mountaineers in the gold belts are 
the most skillful panners in the world. 
When the discovery was made in Califor- 
nia, in 1849, the Georgians hurried there 
and they were the most successful prospec- 
tors and panners among the goldseekers 
who assembled there from all parts of the 
world. 

Sometimes the prospector makes a for- 
tune, but oftener he has not the business 
knack of getting the price which his dis- 
covery is worth. Stratton, the millionaire 
gyner of the Independence, is an excep-

THE WESTERN RATE WAR. 


Rock Bottom Has Been Reached in the 
Desperate Fight. 
From The Chicago Times-Herald. 

Freight rates from Chitago to Colorado 
points have at last struck rock bottom. 
A reduction was made on Friday which 
makes the charges from Chicago to Denver, 
Colorado Springs, Trinidad and Pueblo ex- 
actly the same as on like shipments from 
Chicago to Kansas City and other Missouri 
river points. ' : 

The reduction carried the rate on first- 
class consignments from 87 cents down to 


80 cents per hundred pounds, and the rate | 
on second-class consignments down from | 
69 cents to 65 cents per hundred pounds. | 


Reductions on the other classes were not 
possible, as those rates already had reach- 
ed the Missouri river basis. 


The drop of over 3 per cent in carrying | 


charges is the result of a fight between the 
direct lines from Chicago and St. Louis to 
New York by way of Galveston. Both the 
steamship companies and the gulf lines 
have shrunk their charges as rapidly as the 
direct lines have met their competition. 
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What will not be done by the direct lines 
no one seams able to tell. If further reduc- 
tions are made rates will have to be cut to 
the Missouri river, thereby opening up the 
best territory of the western lines and 
bringing local traffic into the controversy. 
It is the general opinion that the western 
lines will not do this, and if the ocean and 
rail lines make further cuts the competi- 
tion will not be met. 

The fight so far has greatly benefited 
Chicago shippers, as it brings Colorado and 
the far west as near to this city, so far as 
freight charges are concerned, as to Kan- 
sas City. The jobbers of that city are 
complaining greaily of severe loss in trade.

Trains Are Snowbound. 

The snow has been so heavy in western 
Iowa, the southern part of South Dakota 
and in northeastern Nebraska the last few 
days that some of the roads have had to 
abandon freight schedwles. Trains get 
through with great difficulty and hours 
behind time. In some places two feet of 
snow fell in twenty-four hours. 


Use of A‘cohol by Emyloyees. 

At the international congress of railroad 
and marine hygiene, held in Brussels last 
September, there was a discussion on the 
question whether the use of alcoholic drinks 
should be permitted to railroad employees 
and sailors. Dr. Van Coille, of Brussels, 
made an address in which he answered the 
question negatively; first, becauSe sucn 
drinks are useless; second, because they 
are dangerous to the health and lives of 
the men, as well as to safety in operation. 
He would have their use limited and so 


‘far as possible suppressed. To this end he 


would have the men instructed as to the 
dangers, and have severe rules agaigst the 
misuse of liquor. Delegates from Buda- 
Pesth, London and Berlin. doubted whether 
it would bé possible to carry out a prohibi- 
tory regulation. The congress agreed in a 
resolution recommending the managements 
to limit the vse of alcohol by employees so 
far as possible; to warn the men of its dan- 
gers, punish those who get drunk and to 
rid the service of them. As there are 
searcely any total abstainers among con- 
tinental railroad men, this is a more de- 
cided step than it would seem here.

ISSUE ADDRESS 


Local Colony Appeals to Congress for the 
Cause of Liberty. 


SOME PERTINENT FACTS CITED 


Authors Think United States Should 
Aid the Insurgents. 


IT WOULD BE COWARDLY TO REFUSE 


The War for Independence Carefully 
Reviewed and Spain Is Given a 
Red Hot Roast. 


The Cuban delegation in Atlanta has just 
issued an address to the members of con- 
gress on the Cuban war for independence, 
giving an interesting outline. of Spain's 
attitude toward the island and what should 
be the attitude of the United States to- 
ward Spain. 

The local colony, consisting of some of 
the most prominent Cubans in this coun- 
try, are indignant that this government 
has not as yet taken any dec.ded action 
to prevent bloodshed and for the sake of 
liberty in Cuba. They give vent to their 
sentiments in unmistakab'ty terms, and 
call upon the government to take imme- 
diate steps toward the abolition of Span- 
ish dominition and tyranny in the island. 

The document, which has been got out 
in pamphiet form, has been mailed to the 
members of congress, and may have some 
material influence in hastening legislation 
along this line. It is entitled, ‘Cuba and 
the United States, or Some Pertinent Facts 
Concerning the Struggle for Independ- 
ence.’’ 

The following extracts show the charac- 

ter of the address: 
*“Phis is a most decisive moment in Amer- 
ican history. Lhe statesmanship or Amer- 
icans, the power and the right of the 
Umited States to interfere in ai American 
qguest.ons, involving principles ot humani- 
ty and liberty, are to be brought to a 
test. 

“The precedent to be established in this 
controversy with Spain is one of no litt.e 
importance. The worid shail know wheth- 
er this great country will submit to b2ing 
duped or overmatched by the crafty tricks, 
unmeaning threats and deceiving. arts of 
Spanish statesmen, who are work.ng as- 
siduously to turn the position of th. United 
States from one of a protector of the weak 
and the oppressed into an ally, supporter 
and guardian ot Spanish sovereignty over 
an American country, physically and com- 
mercially a part of the United States. Cuba 
has been abused to the utmost, and has 
been abseluteiy depopulated by bloody pro- 
ceedings and inhuman starvation to such 
an extent that among civilized nations 
Spain is already classed as the Turkey of 
western Europe. 

¥A monetary change of government on 
the part of Spain, and the unwiil.ng ana 
tardy granting of a deceiving and ridicu- 
lous form of so-called autonomy to a coun- 
try previously desolated, and to the peopie 


who are so heroically strugg.ing for inde- 


pendence, cannot alter the character of tne 
pending question, nor modify the attitude 
of the United States, subject on‘y to its 
high national policy, and never, with dig- 
nity, to the convenience of Spain in the um- 
possible arrangement of her tangled lI»- 
ternal affairs. °* 

“The United States would disgrace them- 
selves if untrue to their dignified, long-es- 
tablished policy of giving moral and mate- 
rial support to the oppressed people in 
America. If this government were to re- 
main indifferent to the result of the con- 
test between Spair and Cuba, or if slow in 
taking any favorabie resolution, they 
would allow the continuation of an end- 
less sacrifice of human I'ves and the total 
destruction of a neighboring country; or, 
worse yet, if duped by Spanish statesman- 
ship they were to become Spain’s allirs, 
helping her to deprive the struggling Cu- 
bans of the means to carry out ther in- 
dependence, thus giving positive aid to an 
European nation to reconquer and keep 
in submission and bondage an American 
country that for fifty years has been mak- 
ing attemnts to obtain its liberty and im- 
dependence after the examp!e set by the 
thirteen original American colonies, now 
into the present great United 
States. 

‘There can be no question as to the rig“t 
of Cuba to achieve her independence. To 
doubt of it involves a want of sense or of 
conscientious principles; or may further- 
more show the feeling of selfishness or 
the influence of unworthy motives. Even 
those members of congress who have acted 
as if they were exercising powers of at‘or- 
ney for Spain, have at least expressed their 
sympathy toward Cuba, only dissenting 
from the almost unanimous sentiment of 
the general assembly as to the conduct 
to be observed bv the United States be- 
tween the contending parties, and the op- 
portunity and form in which the govern- 
ment or congress was to take a definite 
action. 

“Therefore, if the sertimenft of the na- 
tion at Jarge in favor of Cuba’s independ- 
ence has been clearly manifested by the | 
public press, popular meetings, governors 
of states and state legis!atures, by the na- 
tional congress and in the po.itical plat- 
form of both republican and democratic 
parties, it only remains for the govern- 
ment to execute the will of the nation, 
carrying it into definite action. 
a 7” 2 * = - 

‘“‘And, strange as it might seem, the Uni- 
ted States have allowed all this misery, 
and the step is not being taken yet by them 
to have the monster leave its prey, and 
the victims saved from further violence. 
No! Sad and shocking to think of, there 
are some people yet who pretend that the 
United States have no right to interfere 
in what they claim to be Spanish private 
affa‘rs, as if there were not a national con- 
science just as there is an individual one 
that prompts and forces us to interfere in 
any affair. no matter how intimate or pri- 
vate it might be, in which an act of vio- 
lence, a transgression against the laws. a 
crime against nature or humanity is being 
perpetrated. A person witnessing such an 
act with criminal interference, or other- 
wise he'ping the fransgressor from being 
unmolested by keeping others from inter- 
fering with his deed, would be lock: d upon 
or thought of with a feeling of deep re- 
pulsion or of bitter contempt by all con- 
scientious people. And what app‘ies to in- 
dividuals in the small circle of their neigh- 
bors or fellow citizens, avplies as wel’ to 
nations at large in the wider scope of their 
international duties and relations, 

‘Yet. there seems to be t'm'd. narrow- 
minded, selfish peopte, who instead of be- 
ing moved by the call of conscience or te 
remorse for having contributed to the pro- 
longation of such barbarous, cruel and in- 
human deeds as have been produced in 
Cuba by Spain. still think that the latter 
ought to be allowed to try the effe 't o’ a 
new scheme in her efforts to submit and 
keep ‘n bondage the peop'e whom she was 
determined to starve and exterminnte if 
she could not conquer them. To forget or 
to postpone the unpara'led sufferings -f the 
poor. defenseless veople of Cuba in beha!f 
of and in consideration of tre stronger 
party, as if nothing had passed, and as if 
it were honorable to help her in a deceitful 
scheme which. if accepted, would oniv lead 
to a reproduction of the existing troubl°s 
in a no distant future, would be mean 
and shameful and unworthy a man endow- 
ed by the Creator with the sense of ivstice 
and of honor and the teelings of sympathy 
toward hix suffer'ng fellow-beine:. 

“The United States cannot honorably act 
as if they were the guardiens and pro- 
tectors of Spain against an American coun- 
try which the latter has abused beyond 
description, and whose nacific country neo- 
ple have been almost exterminated bv her: 
ror ean thev submit er adapt their own 
guit the con- 
verience of monarchial Spin. e t'ms 
for experiments hac already passed. hav- 
ing been left far behind. Spain is tn her- 
self something of the past, and until re- 
generated cannot keep up in the concert of 
modern nations. 

“The United States cannot yield, withont 
disgrace to themse'ves, to Spanish preten- 
s‘ons; nor can they be unfa'thful to their 
trust and duty in regard to an AtmMmer’can 
country and to their own ‘nterests.”’
